Sm ith, form er United States bud­ 
get director, was stricken suddenly 
by a heart attack late yesterday at 
his farm home near Culpeper, Va. 
He was 48 years old. 
He had been serving as chief 
executive of the International Bank 
for 
Reconstruction 
and 
Develop­ 
ment since December 18, W'hen Presi­ 
dent Eugene Meyer resigned. Sm ith 
resigned, too, but agreed to stay on 
until the bank’s directors elected a 
new president. 
Coincidentally with Sm ith’s death 
—which came so suddenly th a t m edi­ 
cal ald was not at hand—a bank offi­ 
cial indicated 
privately 
th at the 
wide-ranging search for a president 
may be nearing an end. Tile selec­ 
tion is “under active consideration” 
at this moment, he told a reporter, 
and the directors hope for an early 
decision. 
President Trum an, term ing Sm ith 
“one of the ablest servants in the 
public service,” said he was “terri­ 
bly shocked.” 
Sm ith had been treated for a 
h eart condition about a year ago, 
when he was budget director. 
He left that $10,000 post last sum ­ 
mer, saying he could “not afford” 
to pass up the bank position with its 
$22,500 salary, taxes on which are 
paid by the bank.
